Never on tbo lace of the earth has there 
bonn so extended and ghastly a scene of ruin 
and desolation as that now presented through, 
out the destroyed North aud Siuih Divisions 
of Chicago. The ruins of Pompeii, llereula- 
ueuin. Rome or Moscow did uot present a more 
»wful sp'oiacle. Hundreds ot streets — an 
area of 3500 acres— are covered by mem he-ps 
of stone and brick, with hero anu there a wall 
standing.
